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THE CHAIN IS COMPLETE. 


The prosecution in the Durrant case 
have forged a chain of evidence around 
TJurrant that he will be unable to ex­ 
tricate himself from. They have es­ 
tablished the feet that he met Blanche 
Lamont at the Normal School and 
from there accompanied her to and 
into 
1 the Baptist church, from which 
she never emerged alive. 
They have 
the evidence of the organist, King, 


who was surprised to see Durrant enter 
the church trom the belfrey in a flushed 
and faint condition. 
That 
Durrant 
sent him out for some bromo-selzer, 
and when he returned with it he found 
Dilrrant's hat and coat in the library, 
they not being there before 
Durrant 
took them to the library during his ab­ 
sence; to throw off suspicion. 


During the five months that Durrant 
has been'in jail he has worn a mask 
that none could penetrate. 
All the 
newspaper reports and everything that 


was 
sprung by detectives and others 
made no difference when he. was be­ 
fore the public he still wore that look 


of solid indifference and seemed to 
like the notoriety that he has achieved. 


On Tuesday, however, when the di­ 
rect evidence was given and corrobora­ 
ted by several people he began to 
realize what a small chance he has to 
beat the gallows, and his face blanched 
especially when Mrs. Crossett, who has 
known him for years, testified that she 
rode on the same car with him and 
Blanche Lamont, to 
the Emmanuel 
Church. 


Immediately after this evidence had 
been given a recess was taken and this 
saved Durrant 
the 
humiliation 
of 
breaking down in Court. 
As it was as 
soon as he entered the Sheriff's office 
where he takes his lunch, he broke 
down and shed tears. 
He could not 
eat his lunch, he was so nervous. 


No one knows just what kind of a 
defense Durrant will make, but it is 
thought that his Attorneys will abandon 
the alibi theory, and just try to break 
down the testimony given by the prose­ 
cution, but' it is not thought that they 
will succeed. From the present aspect 


of affairs he is in a very tight box, and 
it will be nothing but a miracle that 
can save him. 


The blood of the two girls murdered 
in the Emmanuel Church cries aloud 


for vengeance and it looks very much 
as though the law would take it out in 
the execution of Durrant

Captain Townsend of the bark J. 


D. Peters jarred the quarantine officers 
at San Francisco yesterday. 


When the J. D. Peters arrived last 
Saturday the Quarantine Officer was 
told that 
everything was all right 
aboard, and she passed in to the wharf. 


At that time she had aboard one dying 
man, the corpses of five Chinese who 
had died on the voyage from Alaska, 
and the body of one white man which 
had been brought from Orca, Prince 
William Sound. 
Not a word was said 
to the Quarantine Officer as to this 
state of affairs. 


On Sunday a Chinese applied to As­ 
sistant Secretary Zobel at the 
Health 
Office for a permit to bury five "salted 
Chinamen" as the bodies were termed 
in a note which the Chinese presented. 
He said the cause of death was dropsy 
and that they had died on the bark J. 


D. Peters. 


"Where are they now ?" was asked. 


"Oh, 
they're in a barrel 
on the 
wharf," the Chinese replied nont-hal- 
antly. 
He said he did not know why 
Captain Townsend had not raised the 
quarantine 
flag. 
Mr. Zobel refused 
him the desired certificate, as no phy­ 
sician had examined the bodies, and 
referred the Chinese to the City Phy­ 
sician, Dr. McMurdo. 


Dr. 
McMurdo naturally 
expected 
that the American captain of an Amer­ 
ican bark ought to know thequarantine 
laws of an American port. 


"Don't you know you violated the 


law in not flying the quarantine flag ?" 
he asked the Captain as he stepped 
aboard the ship. 


"Oh, 
the quarantine law !" 


roared Townsend. " D 
your Amer­ 
ican regulation's ! I don't care a pin 


for them." 


He refused to open the cask on the 
wharf until threatened with arrest, and, 
when opened, it was found to contain 
the bodies of five Chinese in brine. 
Each had been cut across the abdo­ 
men and the viscera had been removed. 


An examination of the bodies showed 
that instead of dropsy the men had 
died of fish-poisoning and opium eat­ 


ing. 
Dr. McMerdo then issued the 
permit for burial.

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A DROP OF WATER.

To the ordinary mortal a drop of wa­ 
ter is what the primrose was to Peter 
Bell, a drop of water and nothing more, 
bat to the student of nature, armed 
with a high power microscope, it imme­ 
diately becomes a world teeming with 
living creatures, the most ruinate repre­ 
sentatives of animal life. These thoughts 
were 
suggested by reading 
Professor 
Grace's description of a battle he once 
witnessed while examining a collection 
of rotifers, which were amassed in a 
single drop of fresh water. Among oth­ 


ers, 
Mr. Grace noticed a fine specimen 
of infusorian, which was swimming 
back and forth among the rotifers, as if 
intent on mischief. 
On the following

It was 
also noticed that the infusorian, having 
devoured a victim, would almost imme­ 
diately divide into two or four new ani­ 
mals, each of which would 
quiokly 
swim away in search of prey, just as its
